Western Euro pean Unio n, with the 
Atlantic Pact, will assure men a 
peaceful future.”

Dr. Henry J. Warman o f Clark Univ ersity , 
Wo rcester. 
Massachusetts, 
recently 
espo used a unique — and quite po ssibly 
merito rio us — theo ry as to what g eo g raphy 
teachers sho uld teach their students. Dr. 
Warman’s theo ry was ex pressed in the fo rm 
o f a co mplaint ag ainst the present-day 
teaching practice o f stressing o nly the mo st 
hig hly po pulated areas o f the wo rld. 
The less po pulo us reg io ns, tho se that are 
mo st o ften huiried o v er o r skipped entirely 
by g eo g raphy co urses, in many cases are 
actually mo re impo rtant than the clo ser 
studied lands. So me cases in po int, as Dr. 
Warman po ints o ut are the Arctic, which 
supplies Euro pe and No rth America with 
disease-free air; so uthern Arg entina, which 
pro duces larg e quantities o f beef and Afri­ 
ca, with the Sahara Desert sending its warm 
air to enhance the fine climate o f the Med­ 
iterranean. 
These are by no means all o f the fo rg o t­ 
ten lands. Alask a, rich in minerals and mili­ 
tarily impo rtant, certainly wo uld seem to 
be as impo rtant as China, which can bo ast 
of nothing bu t rice paddies and starv ed peo­ 
ple. 
A fo rg o tten land ,o r “ empty land” as Dr. 
W arman calls it. is defined by him as an 
area in which the popu lation does no t ex -* 
ceed two persons per sq u are mile, with the 
wo rld av erag e standing presently at 4 0. 
This theo ry * o f Dr. Warman’s is no t o ut­ 
standing simply becau se it is u niq u e bu t 
becau se it brings to the attention of 
the 
pu blic a deficiency which has lo ng been 
ov erlook ed. Too many people today k now- 
o nly o f the mo st publicized natio ns. With 
the world becoming steadily smaller as the 
result o f mo dem inv entio n, such an o v er­ 
sight cou ld be fatal.

LONDON U t — Sir Alexander 
Fleming. 7 3. the Scotch scientist 
who discovered penicillin, died un­ 
expectedly of heart disease at his 
home Friday. He always ascribed 
the discovery which made him fa­ 
mous to “ pure luck ” 
His finding of the drug which 
has played a vital part in man’s 
battle against infectious disease 
brought him worldwide fame, in­ 
cluding the 1945 Nobel Prize for 
Physiology 
and 
Medicine. 
The 
prize was shared with two co­ 
workers. 
Sir Alexander first produced pen­ 
icillin in 1928. He did not devote 
his entire attention to it until World 
War II heightened the demand for 
antibacterial remedies. 
He was doing research, at St. 
Mary’s Hospital in London when 
he noticed mold spores apparently 
dissolving batceria and killing it. 
This was the way he described 
the find: 
“ It was pure luck that a culture 
plate of staphylococci (a bacterial 
form) got contaminated with some 
mold spores, and it did something 
to the staphylococci which was 
very unusual. There are thousands 
of molds, but this happened to be 
the right one.” 
He named his new discovery pen­ 
icillin after identifying it as, be­ 
longing to the penicillium family 
of fungi. 
He was knighted in 1944 in rec­ 
ognition of his scientific achieve­ 
ments. In recent years he had been 
working on a vaccine he hoped 
would defeat influenza. 
A tall, grey-haired Scotsman, Sir 
Alexander had a quiet sense of 
humor 
A scientific meeting in 
Cleveland last year heard this ad­ 
vice from him on how’ to treat the 
common cold: 
“ There are many treatments. 
One of the best is to take a good 
gulp of hot whisky at bedtime. It's 
not very scientific, but it helps.” 


WASHINGTON UU — A congres­ 
sional father of eight children com­ 
plained Friday that kids are being 
“ victimized by unscrupulous milk 
dealers” who skim too much but­ 
terfat off milk. 
Rep. Boyle (D-Ill), offered a bill 
to set a federal minimum standard 
of 3.5 per cent for the butterfat 
content of milk. 
His eight children range in age 
from IO months to 13 years. 
Chicago and several other com­ 
munities have a 3.2 per cent but­ 
terfat minimum “ which permits 
milk dealers to skim off the extra 
, cream from the high grade milk 
which leaves the dairy farm s,” 
Boyle said in a statement. 
Thus, he declared, children “ are 
j really not getting their just deserts 
and it is about time that milk ear- 
i marked for their use should be 
j the best obtainable.” 
Dairy rich Wisconsin requires 
milk to contain at least 3.5 per 
cent butterfat, Boyle said, adding: 
“ Research indicates that a stand- 
i ani requirement of 4 per cent 
would not be arbitrary or unrea­ 
sonable.” 
The secretary of health, educa­ 
tion and welfare, who has author­ 
ly over the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration, would be required un­ 
der the Boyle bill to set the 3.5 
per cent minimum. 
An FDA spokesman told a re­ 
porter that although the FDA has 
butterfat 
minimums 
for 
cream, 
cheese, butter, fried milk solids 
and certain other milk products 
.shipped across state lines there is 
I no federal butterfat minimum for 
milk.
